Occa- 
sionally, as has been their habit 


|throughout the hearing, the youths 


held whispered conversations. 

Leopold’s “Good Judgment.” 

Leopold’s statement of a feeling 
of athletic inferiority was perfectly 
natural, Dr. Patrick said, and could 
not be termed an inferiority com- 
plex because Leopold actually was 
inferior in athletics. “He sizes up 
himself with good judgment.” said 
the witness. “He also sizes up his 
intellectual self with gees judg- 
ment.’ 

Leopold’s statement of a dread 
of feeling pain goes with a sense of 


emotion, said Dr. Patrick. Defenseg 


alienists called Leopold's morbid 
fear of pain the reaction of a dis- 
eased mentality in which the mind 
had been dwarfed. 

‘*‘Loeb’s intense nervousness 
shows he has the emotional reac- 
tions many of us have,” Dr. Pat- 
rick continued. “There is nothing 
particularly abnormal about it. 
Loeb’s sensitiveness and thin skin- 
ness would further show him to be 
emotional, as well as having a feel- 
ing of pain at tho sight of others 
experiencing it.” 

Bowman-Hulbert Report. 

The State sought to have Dr. 
Patrick challenge certain sections 
of the ‘“‘Bowman-Hulbert” report 
(by defense aliensts) used 
by the. defense alienist as a 
basis for their conclusions that Leo- 
pold and Loeb were mentally sick. 
>r. Patrick said that he did not 
want to undertake off-hand chal- 
lenging of any statements in that 
report and that he wished to s¢ée 
it. Judge Caverly declared a 10- 
minute recess but contigued the 
hearing when Dr. Patrick said 10 
minutes woulq not be sufficient to 
review the report. The matter was 
dropped for the time being.

Church, and the replies tallied with 
those of the alienist who had pro- 
ceded him on the stand.

“A Pretty Tough Job.” 

Dr. Patrick, resuming the wit- 
ness stand after the recess and aft- 
er objection by the defenge, .began 
pointing out what he thought were 
inconsistencies in conclusions. 
drawn from the “Bowman-Hulbert 
report. 

“T can’t point them all out now. 
It was a pretty tough job‘for an 
hour and a half,” he said, referring 
to his brief perusal of jhe report. 

Dr. Patrick referred to the 
twice-made statement that Leopold 
was revealed by the X-ray to have 
small sella turcica and said he 
could find no such statement in 
the X-ray report, and that it was 
a matter of no moment if WLéo- 
pold did have a small sella turcica, 
as it would make no difference in 
the pituitary gland.: 

The statement that Leopold's 
reaction. to pain was sweating, 
weakness and fainting was ob- 
viously exaggerated, said Dr. Pat- 
rick. “Pain is a rejative term,” he 
said. “No one would expec all 
that to happen from minor pain; 
it might from excessive pain.” 

That Leopold always kept his 
logical mind was not in consonance 
with statements regarding his split 
personality, said *the witness. He 
next found a statement regarding 
Leopold having hallucinations and 
said it was an unwarranted con- 
clusion as Leopold’s experiences 
were ordinary. 

“The statement was made he in- 
dulged in phantasies in an extreme 
degree,”” said Dr. Patrick. ‘There 
is no evidence:in the report of an 
extreme degree.
